WHAT THE LEGISLATORS ARE 
DOING. 


Wilfal disregard of the eight hour 
day was manifested by the members 
of the legislature during the past 
week. Long regular sessions were 
suppiemented by committee meetings 
heid in the forenoons, late afternoons 
und evenings. ‘The pent-up oratory 
and barrage of arguments which have 
been brewing under the big dome 
during the previous seven weeks boil- 
ed over during the past week and 
long and fiery debates resulted. 

Patriotism vied the pressure of 
busineas in legislative halis on Wash- 
ington’s birthday. The serious atti- 
tude of the solons is indicated by the 
fact that they did not find in this 
1egal holiday an opportumty to play 
fhookey from work, but re-doubled 
their activities. After important reg- 
ular sessions in both branches, the 
senators were guests of the repre-. 
sentatives in the evening at a patri- 
otic program given in the House 
Chamber. 

Enactment of the entire program 
of administrative reorganization, as 
proposed by Governor Groesbeck and 
sponsored by the Michigan State 
tarm Bureau, appeared probable 
when the Senate concurred in the 
amendméyts made by the House to 
ine first two administrative bills, pro- 
yiding for the creation of a State Ad- 
ministrative Board and for uniform 
auditing of claims against the state. 
These bills have passed both branches 
of the legislature without a dissent- 
ing vote and have been signed by the 
Governor. 

The first real legislative battle of 
the session was fought over the 
“alien firearm bill, ” sponsored by 
Rep. Lennon of Genesee, which, tho 
ostensibly intended to prevent the 
hunting of game by unnaturalized 
atiens is reaily planned to prohibit 
the possession of firearms of any 
kind by unnaturalized foreign-born 
residents. 

Representatives from Detroit and 
the Upper Peninsula, who have a 
large foreign born population in their 
respective districts, attacked the 
measure with a heavy fire of amend- 
ments. Their attack was supported 
by members of the House Judiciary 
Committee who sought to have this 
bill referred to them. ‘Under the 
aggressive leadership of Rep. Lennon. 
who spoke almost alone in favor of 
his bill, the measure finally passed the 
House in svbstantially its original 
form, by a vote of 56. to 20. 

Another pitched battle of almost 
equal intensity was waged over the 
constitutional amendment, proposed 
by Rep. Moore of St. Clair, to increase 
the number of signatures required 
to institute a constitutional amend- 
rsent from 10 to 20 per cent of the 
voters at the last state election. Af- 
ter long and heated consideration, 
the measure fell three short of mus- 
tering the necessary majority of 51 
votes, and lost by a score of 48 to 40. 

The past week has disclosed fur- 
ther evidences of the determination of 
the Senate to learn just what has 
been done with the money which has 
been appropriated for the construc- 
tion of the State Office Building be- 
fore granting the budget request of 
$1,140,000 which it is claimed is ne- 
cessary to complete the structure. A 
report on this subject was received by 
the Senate, but was not considered 
satisfactory; so a resolution author- 
izing the appointment of a committee 
of three senators to get further infor- 
mation was adopted. Senators Hen- 
rv of Calhoun, Ross of Livingston and 
Brower of Jackson were appointed. 

Similar dissatisfaction with the re- 
port of the Pardon Board was evi- 
denced by the House and a resolution 
rroviding for a joint committee of 
the House and the Senate to get fur- 
ther information relative to .the ac- 
tivity of this board was passed by the 


| 


House. : 

A very favorable report of condi- 
tions at the Michigan Stute Prison 
at Jackson was presented by the 
House committee on that jnsticution. 
‘the report states that the honor sys- 
tem has worked well, commends dis- 
cipline of the institution, and shows 
that the committee was satisfied with 
the living conditions of the inmates. 
While the committee realizes the need 
of the institution for a new prison 
building, it does not feel that the con- 
dition of the state’s finances warrants 
the expenditure of four million dol- 
lars for this purpose during the next 
two years. 

Petjtions still continue to come 
in generous quantities. The question 
of the retention of the State’ Con- 
stabulary has caused the greatest dis- 
play of interest on the part of the 
public in matters legislative. 714% 
of the petitions on this subject have 
been favorable to the continuance of 
the State Police and to granting them 
an enlarged scope of usefulness, as 
proposed by the state farm bureau. 

Among the 76 new bills thrown into 
the legislative hopper during the past 
week, probably the most important 
legislative development was the in- 
troduction by Sen. McArthur of Eat- 
on in the Senate and Rep. Mosier of 
Allegan in the House of a proposed 
constitutional amendment which would 
allow the Legislature to enact an in- 
come tax law in Michigan. With the 
appearance of this resolution, practi- 
cally all of the measures advocated 
by the state farm bureau are receiv- 
ing the attention of the law makers. 


Among other important bills intro- 
duced during the week were: the ‘‘one 
buck” deer law, by Rep. Glaspie of 
Oakland; provision for the payment 
of “old age,” pensions of $5.00 a 
month to indigent persons over 6) 
years of age, by Rep. Jensen of Dei- 
ta; a six-day week for motormen and 
conductors on street and interurban 
railways, by Sen. Ricpelle of Wayne: 
increase to 30 miles per hour in the 
legal speed limit for auto vehicles, 
by Sen. Penney of Saginaw; a’ mea- 
sure to require the licensing of gar- 
ages and the employment of compe- 
tent mechanics therein, by Rep. Lev 
of St. Clair; and a “bill to prohibit 
the sale of tickets for more than the 
actual seating capacity of any thea- 
tre, athletic grounds and places of 
public amusement,, by Sen. Bolt of 
Muskegon. .A maximum penalty of 
$100 fine or 90 days in jail for each 
person so standing is specified. 

Some of the most important bills 
reported favorably by the legislative 
committees are: the constitutional 
amendment allowing for the payment 
of state bonuses to ex-service men; 
the bill providing for Michigan’s co- 
operation in the Great Lakes—St. 
Lawrence-Tidewater project; bill to 
allow for the revocation of a teacher's 
certificate for breach of contract; 
and the bill prohibiting the state or 
municipal construction on the “‘cost- 
plus” basis. Several of the appropri- 
ation bills have been reported out by 
the institutional committees. Ali 
showed signs of having been severely 
cut and some were hardly recogniz- 
able. 

Probably the most rapid fire legis- 
lation of the week was witnessed in 
the Senate on Tuesday morning when 
nine bills passed third reading in 
twice as many minutes. Among 
these were the bills to prevent bring- 
ing undipped sheep into the state 
during certain months and the meas- 
ure to prohibit the marriage of a girl 
under sixteen. Rep. Lord’s bill te 
repeal the tax exemption now enjoyerl 
by bonds of other states and munici- 
palities outside of Michigan, the bill 
to repeal the sections of the present 
highway law which provide the means 
by which a county may withdraw 
from the county road system, the bill 
to increase the witness fees in crimi- 
nal cases to $2 and $3 per day, a bil! 
embodying numerous amendments 
the present Covert highway law, that 
to protect the wearing of American 
Legion Badge; and the resolution to 
amend the constitution to allow town- 
ships to establish hospitals passed 
third reading in the House almost 
without a dissenting vote.

MANY KILLED IN 


M. C. AND N. Y. C. EXPRESSES 
CRASH AT PORTER, IND. AND 
OVER 100 ARE INJURED. 


Passes Red Flag Signals and Gets 
Half Way Over Crossing When 
Other Strikes. 


Porter. Ind.—Forty persons were 
Killed and 100 were injured in a 
wreck of Michigan Central and New 
York Central passenger trains in this 
city at 6:20 o’clock Sunday evening, 
according to officials of the Michigan 
Central raitroad. 

The Michigan Central train is 
known as “The Canadian’” and was 
due in Detroit at 12:10 Monday morn- 
ing. The New York Central 
was No. 151, known as the Interstate 
Express. It was bound to Chicago 
from Boston. Both trains were 
made up almost exclusively of Pull- 
man cars. 

“fhe Canadian,” operatea between 
Chicago and Montreal, with through 
coaches to New York City, was made 
up chiefly of Canadian Pacific equip- 
ment. it carried passengers for De- 
troit, and intermediate points 
tween Chicago and Montreal and New 
York. 

Scores of passengers, pinned in the 
wreckage of the coaches, were burned 
by the fire which broke out immedi- 
ately, but was later extinguished by 
the volunteer fire department of the 
village. 

According to first information the 
engineer on the Michigan Central 
train ran past two red signals whicu 
had been set to give the Lake Shore 
train the right of way. 

Among the dead known on the New 
York Central train were the two en- 
ginemen. The engineer of the Michi- 
gan Central is missing. It was re- 
ported that he leaped from his cab 


Central train. 

The tracks of the two railroads 
intersect here at a sharp angle, being 
almost parallel.

"ils friends sought to dissunde him, 
but, deeming it a holy act, the ruler 
went ahead with his preparations, A 
ecatafalque was erected and the gerv- 
fee performed. The high altar, the 
j catafalque, and the entire church 
shone with wax lights; the friars were 
jall in thetr proper places and the 
hoensehold of the emperor attended tn 
'deep mourning. “The plous monarch 
himself was there, attired in sable 
weeds,” according to the monkish his- 
torinn, “and bearing a taper, to see 
himself interred and to celebrate his 
own obsequies.”

Nuze, Alaska, in recent years has 
been a city that dwindles in) winter 
to ua population of but a few hundred, 
and spring has brought a lesseniug re- 
turn of residents, Thus this remote 
mining camp, after a meteorle career 
and growuh into a city, gradually ds 
resuming the status of a town, 

Situated on the bleak north coast of 
Ute fey storupswept Bering sea, close 
to the Arctic circle, Nome tex frozen in 
and snowed in fur about seven Mouths 
of the yeur. Tis chief industry. placer 
gold mining, depends upon the use of 
Tunning water. therefore the activi-

geuls, Rather than spend the long 
winter in the extreme cold, waiting 
fer the return of mild) weather, a 
large part of the population of Nome 
has always returned to the States in 
the fall, making the Journey back ta 
the vorth in June, when sawigation 
opens,

usunl gold discovery, the fown grew 
upon a site Ueait probably could nat 
have been worse fitted for a commu 
nity of human habitation, It is epen 
te the ful sweep of the violent storms 
and the heavy waves that offen beat 
in from the sea, It has a relatively 
narrow beach and immediately within 
is a strip of tundra, frozen solid fn 
winter, but a sea of mud during the 
open season, Tn this morass the town 
grewup. In the early days men and 
animals floundered through streets 
thut were knee-deep in mud. Later 
the principal thoroughfares were 
boarded over. Each summer fvol- 
hardy newcomers bullit structures on 
the beach only to have them wholly 
destroyed by the blasts’ of September

Tt 
was discovered in the examination of 
an early chart that when the physical 
features of northwestern Alaska were 
named one cape had been overlooked. 
The penciled query “name?” was made 
heside it, A copylst translated the 
scrawled question as “Name,” and the 
name has stuck.

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RUSSIA: THE HEIRESS OF 
FAMINES 


Never, in civilized times, hive so 
inany ald-world nations felt the pinch 
of hunger at once; yet suffering from 
want of food is no thew story tu miuny 
of then. Expecially has Russit been 
the tuekless heir te periods of near 
slarvation. 

Writing tu the National Geographic 
society, Ralph A. Graves tells of Rus- 
sian famines of the past as follows: 

“Next to tbe prolétarint. of India 
and Chinn, the Russian peasant las 
felt ihe pineh of poverty and bunger 
ineve keenly und more frequently than 
any other citizen on earth, 

“One of the earliest famines in Rus- 
sin of which there is any definite g®c- 
ord Was that of 1600, which continued 
for three years, with a death toll of 
SOV0UB peassuts. Cats, dogs and tats 
were eaten; the strong overenine the 
Rand du the shambles of the pub 
He tuarkers human flesh was sold. Mul- 
thrudes of the dead were found with 
Sheir mouths stuffed with straw, 

“Three Russian famines of compura- 
tively recent date were among the 
Most severe in the history of the coun- 
try Yhey ocenrred Jp 189), J906 apd 
1911. Touring the ten years following 
the first of these periods of dearth 
the government allotted nearly $125,- 
BOQ.000 for relief work, but the sums 
were pot always judiciously expended. 

“Jn 1006 the governinent gave 40 
pounds of four a month te all persons 
under eihteen aud over fifty-nine 
vears of age. All peusants between 
these ages and infants under one year 
of age received na allowance. and it 
ry for the younger and 
older inemmbers of the family to share 
their hare pittance with those fer 
Whom no provision Was made. The 
suffering wus intense and the mortril- 
tty exceedingly heavy. but the avall- 
able statisties are not wholly reliable. 

“The funthe of 1911 extended over 
one-third of the area of the empire in 
vray und affected more or less di- 
rectly 3O.0KK.000° people, while 8.000. 
O00 were reduced to starvation, Weeds. 
the hurk of trees. und bitter bread 
made from acorns constituted the 
chief diet for (he destitute. This was 
unquestionably the imost widespread 
famine that has be-

When there Is a Uttle popped corn 
left try this wholesome dessert: 


Popped Corn Pudding. 

Scald three cupfuls of milk and 
pour over two cupfuls of popped corn 
which has been pounded until fine 
and let stand one hour. Add three 
eggs slightly beaten, one-half cupful 
of brown sugar, one tablespoonful of 
butter, three-fourths of a teaspoonful 
of salt and stir until well mixed. 
Turn into a well buttered baking dish 
and bake in a slow oven thirty-five 
minutes. Serve hot with thin cream 
or maple syrup. 

Peach Whip. 

Beat the whites of three eggs until 
stiff, add three tablespoonfuls of 
powdered sugar and beat to a glossy 
meringue, Peel half a dozen peaches 
and press through a sieve; gradually 
add this pulp to the meringue, beating 
all the tlme and sprinkling in one 
tablespoonful of lemon juice. Heap 
In tall glasses and serve at once. 

Crisps, 

Cream one cupfu!l of butter, add 
gradually two cupfuls of sugar, three 
eggs beaten until light, the grated 
rind and juice of a lemon and flour to 
make a mixture to roll. Knead slight- 
ly, cut In shapes, brush with white of 
an egg, sprinkle. with coarse granu- 
lated sugar and chopped outs.

{t smooth and velvety. Turn the 
freezer slowly at first. 

Chess Cakes. 

Put {nto a mixing bowl, one-half 
cupful of butter, add the grated rind 
of two oranges and one-half cupful 
of powdered sugar, one-half cupful of 
currants, one well beaten egg, two 
tablespoonfuls of grated coconut and 
half a dozen crumbled macasoons;

Thomas Hardy, 
probably the most 
searching and pro- 
found novelint of 
our own time, was 
born June 2, 1840, 
in Dorartshire, 
Engiand. In hls 
youth he read 
much and cher- 
ished the dream of 
becoming a poet, 
but he studied and 
practiced architec- 
ture as assistant 
to a London archi- 
tect, winning a 
prise for design. 
The fine propor- 
tion and solidity 
of structure in bis 
novela were prob- 
ably - somewhat 
due to his archi- 
tectural training. 

For five years 
he assiduously 
practiced writing poetry, but whtn he 
was twenty-seven he turned definitely 
to fiction. His first story yas accepted 
two years later, but upon the advice of 
George Meredith he decided nat ta pub- 
Mish tt. His first novel, “Desperate 
Remedies,” appeared in 1871. 


During the next 25 years he pub- 
Mehed 14 novela and two volumes of 
short stories. 

“Under the Greenwood Tree” (1872) 
he “never surpassed in happy and dell- 
cate perfection of art.” In this and hia 
next novel, “A Pair of Blue Eyes” 
(1873), begins to show itself that strain 
of deep tfrony which is so. potent 
throngshout Hardy’s writings. 


“Far From the Madding Crowd” 
(1874) was bis firet popular success. In 
it is revealed Hurdy‘'s superb power of 
depicting nature as symbolic back- 
ground for his characters, an organic 
part of the action of his story. This 
was the earliest of what he called hin 
novels of character and environment, 
which included ‘"Fhe Return of the Na- 
tive,’ “Tess of the D'Urbervilles,” hia 
masterpiece, and “Jude the Obscure.” 
Not until he was fifty-eight years old 
was his first volume of verse published 
and he was sixty-four when the first 
part of his stupendous epic poem, “The 
Dynaasts,” startled the HMterary world. 


EFORE  Bathsheba Everdene 
came to Weatherbury as mis- 
tress of the manor-house. time 
seemed to have forgotten the village.

Porter. Ind.—Forty persons were 
killed and 100 were injured in a 
wreck of Michigan Central and New 
York Central passenger trains in this 
city at 6:20 o’clock Sunday evening, 
according to officials of the Michigan 
Central railroad. 

The Michigan Central train is 
known as “The Canadian’’ and was 
due in Detroit at 12:10 Monday morn- 
ing. The New York Central train 
was No. 161, known as the Interstate 
kxpress. It was bound to Chicago 
from Boston. Buth trains were 
made up almost exclusively of Pull- 
maa cara. 

“The Canadian.” operated between 
Chicago and Montreal, with through 
coaches to New Yurk City, was made 
up chiefly of Canadian Pacific equip- 
ment. It carried passengers for De- 
troit, and intermediate points be 
tween Chicago and Montreal and New 
York. 

Scores of passengers, pinned in the 
wreckage of the cuaches, were burned 
by the fire which broke out immedci- 
ately, but was later extinguished hy 
the volunteer fire department of the 
village. 

According to first information the 
engineer on the > Michigan Cemral 
train ran past two red signals whicu 
had been set to give the Lake Shorc 
train the right of way. 

Among the dead known on the New 
York Central] train were the two en 
ginemen. The engineer of th Michi- 
gan Central is missing. It was re. 
ported that he leaped from his cab 
when he suw the oncoming New York 
Central train. 

The tracks of the two railroads 
intersect here at a sharp angle, being 
almost parallel. The Michigan Cen. 
tral train was believed to be crossing 
the fntersection when it was derailed.

Thén J] know one Brittany 
mother whose bouncing three-year-old 
boy Js @ dally reminder of a passing 
surgeon in olive drab who saved the 
eyes a stupid midwife had blinded. I 
doubt if the most caustic of Paris 
bewspapers could dissuade her from 
hearty enthusiasm for “les Ameri- 
calns.” 

Or consider the woman who beams 
over the rich old farm on the outskirts 
of Besu-le-Guery, near Bellean wood. 


To her the war was a distant rum- [| 


bling. a faraway disaster, till one day 
all her neighbors from the north 
seemed In filght past her door and 
every one told her she too inust fly. 
Then in came certain fresh young 
Americans who climbed into her 
greniers, strung wires from her tool- 
house, displaced her cows with map 
tables and slept all over her house. 
She heard the enemy come booming to 
the very edge of the landscape visible 
from her upper windows, saw these 
oewcomers hurry up to get between 
her and that enemy (very obliging of 
them), knew of the tussle that fol- 
jowed, and then, in time, heard. that 
the Germans were Jn jnglorious retreat 
to the other end of the world, All 
this she saw with her own eyes, heard 
with her own ears.
